Edwards says that he and 
George Meany, then president 
of only the AFL, had been feud- 
ing somewhat on what Edwards 
considered unreasonably re- 
strictive “censorship” of his 
material by Meany’s orders. But 
‘in August, 1954, he says that 
Meany clamped down on him 
with still more restrictive rules. 
Edwards continues: 

“At the time the censorship 
restrictions were imposed on me 
by Mr. Meany’s directive of 
August, 1954, the Department of 
Justice was conducting Grand 
Jury investigations of certain 
AFL union officials on an un- 
precedented scale ... At the 
time I was consistently report- 
ing to the nation on matters 
which were pleasing to the au- 
dience but displeasing to the 
Eisenhower Administration. 

“It may be only coincidence,

WASHINGTON (AFLCIO) — 
The AFLCIO testified in oppo- 
sition to so-called “Equal 
Rights Amendment,’ but 
pledged a continued effort ‘to 
Overcome specific discrimina- 
tions against women in their 
occupations, as citizens, and as 
property owners.” 

Andrew. J. Biemiller, AFLCIO 
legislative representative, told 
a Senate Judiciary subcommit- 
tee that “many women’s organ- 
izations agree with us in oppos- 
ing the amendment.” 

“They are keenly aware, as 
are our members, of the disas- 
trous effects which its passage 
would have on much protective

legislation throughout the na- 
tion,” Biemiller declared. 
“Every state law that has
